. From all we can gather, Wainwright 
military campt is destined to grow 
greatly in the next few years. As we 
all know, it has been designated as a 
permanent camp, and with the view to 
an increasing numbr of troops as time 
g0es on, extensive plans have been com- 
pleted for expandisg its facilities, 

Among the plans are rumored mar- 
riéd living quarters and a dam on the 
Battle River north of town to provide 
an adequate water supply. 

All summer a number of civilian ar- 
tizans have been occupied with improv- 
ements and additions to the camp's 
facilities, and we und d that this 
work will be carried. on fi a time after 
its vacation. 

Troops leaving, 
time .will return to 
headquarters at Calgary. 


During the summer, beside units of 
the permanent army, reserve forces 
from British Columbia, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta have also trained at the 
camp. Even from as far as Manitoba 
the infantry reserve 
brought in for their surhmer training 
period, Artillery units,and engineering 
units received their training at other 
centres. ‘ 

At the camp the men were trained 
by permanent army officers under the 
direction of Major General M, H._8. 
Penhale, C.B.C., G.O,C.: of the Western 
Command, ; 

The training program for next year 
is expected to follow the pattern of 
this season, with the men arriving 
about the end of June. 

Big windup of activities for the 
season was Exercise Bighorn under 
conditions as nearly as possible simi- 
lating actual wartime activity. The ex- 
ercise started at Lake Geneva, about 
75 miles north west of Vermilfon. From 
that point an army advanced to contact 
with an inferior and retiring force 
which gradually withdrew until they 
arrived at their home camp at Wain- 
wright. Here they started to use live 
ammunition,

In the operation, which went over 
quite successfully, about 1,500 men were 
employed. Tanks and carriers as well 
as many lighter vehicles and field 
pieces were used, and a baby bridge 
(with 40-ton capacity) was erected a- 
cross the Battle River at night withéut 
lights. 

Major General Penhale and a num- 
ber of military observers from Ottawa 
together with a British Brigadier took 
a keen interest in the exercise, and 
much valuable data was gathered from 
the experiences.of the men.

It is not so. Most weekly papers are opposed to: any. in- 

crease. Most papers, daily and weekly, don’t care much for the 
C.B,C.’s policies in general. And weekly editors accurately re- 

flect views held in their communities. 

Not much sympathy can be expressed for the C.B.C. in its 
poverty. The C.B.C. recently squandered a couple of millions of 
dollars on. an unnecessary extra station at Toronto, already 
served by its own No. 1 station and a half-dozen other private 
stations. C.B.C.’s new station, running for a year or so, has 
ree oe Maen Grong igtery ot en 
station arourid. 


CBC. 's purpose in spending teas millions was to have a 


mother station for a second network to corral more advertising 
revenue. 

Meanwhile, the purpose for which the c. B.C. was created 

—to serve the areas of Canada which cannot be served com- 

mercially—is neglected. Thousands of radio-license buyers 

cannot hear C.B.C, stations under most conditions. A system 

- of relays such as was provided in parts of the Rocky Moun- 

tains could be provided for less than was spent on the station 

that so far is a flop at Toronto. If these relays were provided, 


CBC. might not be so poor and at the same time would have 


‘a better case for higher tax.” 
It is not only in the east that expensive duplication indi- 


cates generous use of the listeners’ money. The néw statioh at — 


Lacombe, Alberta serves territory which had-no difficulty in 
hearing radio entertainment, territory which is already very 
well served either by existing C.B.C. stations or well establish- 
. ed commercial stations. - 
_ Sometimes it would appear the wish of the C.B.C, to 
* squeeze: out the old established stations which have been giv- 
ing us service at practically no cost for’ many. years. These 
private stations pioneered the way, and provided us with ra- 
dio entertainment when the only interest the government had 
in the matter was that of regulation, for which the $1.00 license 
fee paid them well. Through the years these private broadcast- 
ers have served us, they have continued to improve their facil- 
ities, and today their product compares favorably with any 
other listening at the public’s disposal. 

Being strong believers in private enterprise, so long as 
it is not monopolistic, we cannot see the justice in the C.B.C.’s 
collecting money under government authority to provide du- 
plicate services which compete with established business .. . 
at higher cost to the public. 

Moreover, a justified ‘crab” which many listeners have 

against the radio license is that so little of its proceeds are used 
for the purpose of checking up on and ‘eliminating the inter- 
ference which often makes listening: impossible. Radio in- 
_spectors, who visit our town occasionally, devote their time 
almost exclusively to the collection of license fees and to the 
legal prosecution of those who fail to meet the government’s 
demand in this connection. Their handling of the matter of in- 
terference is generally pony ‘cures cursory. 


FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 

This week is Fire Prevention week and as such is worthy 
of close attention. It may at times seem unnecessary that we 
should each year ,draw the public’s attention to the matter of 
fire prevention by a specially designated week . . . but so long 
as fires caused by carelessness (and the majority of fires are 
definitely preventable) continue to take lives and cause prop, 
erty damage, the matter of fire prevention is one that must be 

periodically brought to the fore. 
eal The three big causes of fire are still careless smokers, 
using inflammable liquids for starting fires and children with 
matches. Not every carelessly dropped cigarette but causes 
a fire, and not every unextinguished match is dangerous, But 
familiarity breeds contempt, and the contempt can cause un- 
told damage. Witness to this is the “Noronic” tragedy, one of 


the great marine disasters of Canada, couned, it is believed, by ' 


careless smokers. 

That coal oil can that happens to contain IER has 
snuffed out many lives, and snuffed them out amid unspeak- 
able pain. Gasoline is pretty godd stuff in its place . . . but 
its place is not in the kitchen stove or in the heater., 

Even coal oil, for these purposes, must be handled with 
quite a lot of care. 

Children and matches do not mix... they have no place 
together, Children with matches are just about as good com- 
pany as children with butcher knives. Keep them apart and 
you'll save trouble.

Yet 
already both we ahd our governments

Even prior to the Federal govern: 
ment’s Santa Claus-like hint, there 
were ample indications. that all levels 
of government were outlining elabor- 
ate expenditures with a hopeful eye on 
Ottawa. Toronto wanted assistance 
with its subway and other groups 
wanted subsidies for this and_ that. 
The Federal Government was encour- 
aging the public to tempt it to make 
the Trans-Canada Highway a feasible 
ahd comfortable road at a cost of. $20) 
million, and ‘Téron’ foagy pub- 
lie a civic improv t!plan to cost 


‘an ultimate $180 thes ‘These things 


were symptomatic of what is happen- 
ing everywhere. It seems that there 
are too many itching pennies in of- 
ficial hands and they, and we, are los- 
ing a sense of a wise and protective 
economy. 

After having scrimpead and saved 
and paid exorbitant taxes for years to 
protect our future, we don't want to 
start on a reckless spending spres 
now, however admirable the cause of 
our spending. We still have an unsol- 
ved dollar shortage that is very much 
the problem of every Canadian citi- 
zen, We still have a cold, war that, 
despite its present moderating tem- 
perature might easily flame again in- 
to disaster. We are still living on a 


war-time scale and someday we will 
be getting back to normal, and the 
transition isn’t likely to be too pleas- 
ant. So we are not greatly taken with 
the suggestion that the “go ahead” 
sign is out with the blessing of all 
ranks of officialdom. There is danger 
that all of us will acquire a delusion 
of prosperity and that is the partt. lar 
danger of officials who have to spend 
money that they have not had to earn. 
Under such circumstances !t 1s hard 
to remember that governments van be 
no more prosperous than citizens: that 
if we, as citizens, can’t. afford too 
much in these high-priced days, nel- 
ther can our municipality or our prov- 
ince or our country. Ours is the only 
purse that can be drawn upon to meet 
the obligations that officialdom ar- 
sumes. Let's not be too free with ttfo 
“go ahead” signal.| Let’s always re- 
member that everything has to be 
paid for, not by distant and imperson- 
al officials and governments, but by 
us.

Clean chimneys, in a proper state of 
repair are not just desirable, they are essential. Stove pipes 
are great places for accumulations of soot, and soot burns -very 
nicely on occasions. Moreover, stove pipes become pretty thin 
after a period of use, and the replacement of a few. of these 
is much more easily handled than the-building of a new home. 


Fluff that gathers im thimbles through walls and floors 
is highly combustible when it has been warmed and dried by 
it’s association with the pipes. 

Then there’s the ubiquitous rubbish’ that gathers in base- 
ments, wood boxes’ and other places. Not bad stuff until it 
starts to burn . . .but then watch it go! 

Even with the most careful precautions fire can sometimes 
get started . .. and then there’s the problem of stopping it. It 
is unnecessary for us to call attention to the fact that it is 
very much easier to stop when it is in its infancy. But this 
fact does place on us one requirement which is very often over- 
looked. We can’t all have a fire engine on tap at a moment’s 
notice, but every home and every premises should be provided 
with some effective, and readily available, type of fre ex- 
tinguisher. | « 

There are many gee pecasianeial extinguishers on ‘he 
market, some are priced oi omen and some are more 
expensive. Twenty-five do for a fire extinguisher may 
seem a lot of money . . ; but twenty five dollar’s wouldn’t even 
buy you a geod’ dining room table.  - 

Care and preparedness in the matter of fire pay big divi- 
dends.

“Also the thought can’t help c‘op- 


ping up that the psychologist doesn’t 
have to do the job of trying to corre:t 
displaced teeth, which is often any- 
thing but easy; furthermore, he does- 
n’t.- have to pay for it. Afiyway this 
contains another suggestion for pre- 
vention of a certain type of maloclus- 
ion of the teeth. If thumb-sucking In- 
dicates a craving for more affectiia 
on the part of the child, give it “ore 
affection, and at the same time stap 
the habit; not by constant nagging, 
which won't Work, but by constant e.:- 
couragement.” 

Dr. Winn suggests a lot of blame for 
irregular teeth can be traced to civil- 
jation—the knife and fork, soft well- 
cooked foods. These give the jaws lcss 
work to do and prevents their proper 
development. At the present, “na 2 
populations” throughout the world 
show better developed jaws than civ- 
ilizea ones.. 

He emphasizes that children sheull 
be given tough foods to chew—and 
that ‘breast-fed babies develop sturd- 
ler jaws than bottle-fed infants. Fur- 
ther, the writer states, mouth-breaih - 
ing changes jaw and facial fea-ures. 
Some irregularities run in 
Prevention in thi#' tase, says Dr. Winn 
is “simply a matter of choosing the 
right Parents.”

In an unheralded move, Soviet auth- 
orities set up a new “German Demo- 
cratic Republic” for their zone of oo- 
cupation. The new regime was set up 
without the benefit of election in the 


Russian zone.

cil” made up of Communists and sym-

This statement demanded abolition 


of the Bonn. Republic in western Ger- 
many and the statute providing for 
western supervision of the Ruhr. align- 
ment of German politics anil trade 
with the east, a peace treaty and with- 
drawal of octupation troops. 


The chancellor (prime minister) of 


the new government is Otto Grote 
wohl, co-chairman of the. Sociailst 
Unity (Cémmunist) party.

Chancellor Adenauer said the new gov 
ernment “lacks the only legality which 
gives a state its legitimate foundation, 
namely the legitimization by 
people.”

} constitutes an outrageous act of 
treachery against the British people 
everywhere. It is a racket of the first 
magnitude. This may seem a harsh 
statement unless there is an under- 
standing both of the effects of the 
devaluation and of the general policy 
involved. 

“In the inspired propagsnda which 
accompanied the devaluation announce 
ment and the carefully arranged stage 
setting for this action by the Wash- 
ington conferences ang the subsequent 
statements that were released, yvreat 
care has been taken to emphasize the 
advantages which devaluation of the 
pound will have on stimulating Bri- 
tish exports to dollar -ountries. This 
supposedly will help Great Britain to 
secure much-needed imports. 

What has been varefully consealel 
are the results, and the actual purpose, 
of this act of treachery: 

First; the devaluation of the pound 
in relation to the U8, dollar by a fur- 
ther 30% will have the effect of in- 
creasing the British debt to her U.S. 
creditors (i.e. the financial corpora- 
tions of Wall ang Pine Streets) by 
over 70% above the per rate of ex- 
change, and by over 40 per cent above 
the rate of exchange ruling immedia- 
tely before the announcement. 

This means that the people of Great 
Britain will have to work fo- nothing 
to produce wealth in the form of. pro- 
duction for her creditors to the ex- 
tent of 40% over and above what tney 
were doing immediately before the de- 
valuation. 


Secondly the British peopl> wil! be 
forced to produce goods for export to 
an-‘even greater extent than previously 
in order to get the imports they need. 
Every bushel of U.S. wheat, every, 
U.8, film, every U.S. product they re- 
quire will have to be paid for by over 
40% more in British made goods, 

Put in another way, immediately be- 
fore the devaluation the pevple of 
Great Britain had to export goods 


‘costing £56 to produce in order to ob- 


tain a credit of $20.00 U.S. dollars. 
Now they will have to export goods 
costing £7 to obtain .a credit of $20.90 
U.8. dollars elther' for the purchase of 
goods or for the payment of debt. 

Thus the people of Great Britain, 
like the slave labour of other days will 
be forced to work harder so that the 
proceeds of their labour may be given 
away without any return. 


Thirdly, because imports will cost 
more, and prices will increass and 


therefore purchasing power in Great 
Britain will be curtatied, British man- 
ufacturers will, to an increasing ex- 
tent, be obliged to produce for export 
markets thus causing even 

hardships to the British people.
